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PEOPLE caught feeding 
ducks outside a designated 
area in Ely could be fined 
up to £2,500. 

East Cambs District Council 
officers now have the power to 
fine anyone caught feeding 
the city’s colourful waterfowl 
population anywhere other 
than on the water. 

The maximum penalty is £2,500. 

Earlier this year, the council 
announced it was creating designated 
duck-feeding areas along the river’s 
edge in Waterside in a bid to 
encourage the birds off land and onto 
the water. 

Now a warning sign has been put up 
on a lamppost in front of the city’s 
most popular duck-feeding spot in 
Waterside - on the land opposite 
Peacocks Tearooms. 

The council says it is trying to stop 
people feeding the birds on land to 
prevent them churning up and 
wearing the grass down. 

But residents have slammed the 
move as “ludicrous” and insist families 
and tourists should be able to feed the 
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city’s much-controversial ducks, geese 
and swans where they wish. 

lustine Fox, from Ely, said: “I 
thought the sign might have been a 
prank but it seems it isn’t. It’s 
absolutely ludicrous and just sums up 
the world we live in today. 

“My grandchildren love coming 
down to the river and feeding the 
ducks. We’re blessed in Ely to have so 
many different ducks, geese, swans, as 
well as lots of moorhens and coots. 

“Feeding the ducks is one of those 
traditional, fun activities for families 
and I think the council forgets what a 
big hit these birds are with our 
tourists.” 

Another shocked resident, Frank 
Pledger, from Little Thetford, said: 
“Once again, the wildlife is made to 
suffer. I can’t get my head around it. 
lust because someone might feed the 
ducks on a bit of grass they could be 
slapped with a fine? It’s pathetic. 

“These birds have been here for 
years and we should live with them in 
harmony, not keep going against them 
like the council seems to be doing.” 


Ely’s waterfowl are constantly 
coming under fire, especially the 
city’s geese and semi-wild 
Muscovy ducks, which people 
complain make too much 
mess. 

Dave White, the district 
council’s waste team 
leader, said: “There has 
always been a great 
debate about ducks on 
Ely’s Riverside, with 
residents and visitors 
increasing commenting 
on the duck mess which 
they encounter every day. 

“To help, we are 
encouraging people to feed 
ducks responsibly on the water, 
in the birds’ natural environment, 
rather than on the pavement. 

“So in the first instance we will 
always offer the public advice 
regarding where they should be 
feeding the ducks ahead of issuing 
any form of fine. 

“The signs down by the 
Riverside indicate the maximum 
penalty for persistent a 
consistent failure to follow 
the rules and would be 
awarded by a court.”

Motocross track 
owner is jailed 

THE owner of a contentious 
motocross track has been jailed for 
handling stolen goods. 

AndrewVillis, the owner of Mepal 
Motopark in Block Fen, near Mepal, 
will spend eight months behind 
bars after pleading guilty to five 
charges of handling stolen goods. 

Villis, of Wisbech Road, Welney, 
was jailed at Norwich Crown Court 
earlier this month, the court has 
confirmed. 

His imprisonment means yet 
further complications regarding 
planning and noise issues at the 
motocross park. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
Fenland District Council is 
investigating numerous complaints 
about the track, which does not 
have planning permission for the 
permanent use of the land for 
motorsports or for a permanent 
track. 

There is also a planning 
enforcement notice in place to 
prevent the permanent use of the 
land for motorsports. A spokesman 
for the council said that notice is 
going through the appeal process 
with the Planning Inspectorate. 

The spokesman said there is also 
a noise abatement notice which 
was issued to control noise levels on 
site to protect local residents, which 
remains in force. 

Despite Villis not having formal 
planning permission to run the 
track, the law allows him to hold 14 
events a year. However, residents 
insist that rule is being broken. 

Villis is also a director of 
numerous firms, including mail 
order businesses Kids Do Travel Ltd 
and Blaze and Barney Ltd, which 
operate from his home address. 

He was also director of recycling 
firm Waste 2 Go which went into 
liquidation in 2009. 

A spokesman for Norwich Crown 
Court confirmed Villis was jailed for 
eight months in total. 



Farm fun for families 


FARMS across the region threw 
open their gates at the weekend 
enabling families to get up close 
to livestock, crops and 
machinery. 

Sunday was Linking 
Environment and Farming’s 
(LEAF) annual Open Farm 
Sunday scheme and farms 
across the country took part.

The event at G’s also raised 
about £3,500 for the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance. 

Rare breed pig farm, Cambria 
Farm, based just outside 
Prickwillow, also took part in the 
scheme for the third year 
running. 

Visitors were again able to 
tour the farm, getting up close 
to a variety of rare breed hogs 
and their babies. 


Food bank is on way 


PLANS are gathering pace to set 
up a food bank in Ely to help 
people in crisis. 

A working party dedicated to 
launching a facility in the city has 
now been launched and is holding 
its first public meeting next month. 

In January it was revealed that 
Ely’s churches were keen to start 
running a food bank in the city, 
similar to ones in Cambridge and 
Haverhill. 

Now those behind the project, 
including Churches Together in Ely 
and Ely’s amnesty group, are 
determined to get the facility up and 
running by this winter. 

Alan Williams, elder at New 
Connexions Free Church in High 
Barns, Ely, is co-ordinator of the 
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food bank development work. 

He said: “The aim is to provide a 
short-term safety net for the people 
of Ely in times of crisis with respect 
to their ability to feed themselves. 

“Conditions brought on by factors 
such as a reduction in a person’s 
hours of work, redundancy, illness 
or simply a delay in a benefit 
payment can lead to real hardship in 
terms of family budget, and Ely is no 
exception. 

“We have been to the food banks 
in both Cambridge and Haverhill 
and they are truly amazing facilities 
which are making a real difference 
to people in their local 


communities. 

“That is what we want to happen 
in Ely and we are urging the whole 
community to get behind this.” 

Initially, the food bank would 
cater for Ely residents only, although 
Mr Williams says as the facility 
prospers, other areas of East Cambs 
could be included, or separate food 
banks could be set up for them. 

The working party now wants 
residents, supermarkets, businesses 
and other organisations to throw 
their weight behind the project. 

The food bank works by people 
and organisations donating non- 
perishable food. 

Volunteers then sort and pack the 
food into food boxes. Each food box 
would contain enough food for 
three days. 


Frontline care and advice 
professionals would then identify 
local people who are in crisis and 
give them a food bank voucher, 
which prevents people who are not 
in crisis getting free food. 

People then come to the facility 
with their vouchers. 

The working party is keen to hear 
from potential food bank partners, 
people who can offer storage space, 
supermarkets, people who want to 
volunteer and donations. 

The first public meeting is being 
held at St Mary’s School, in High 
Barns, on Thursday, July J2 at 7pm.

HUNDREDS of people came together in Ely on 
Saturday to celebrate the city’s rich history. 

The annual Etheldreda Festival was held to 
enable people to take a step back in time and 
recall how Queen Etheldreda laid the 
foundations for Ely in 673 AD. 

The celebrations began in the morning in 
Jubilee Gardens when Etheldreda arrived in 
Ely with her father by boat.

As ever, Etheldreda’s life was re-enacted 
through music and drama and the festival 
concluded with a Eucharist inside Ely 
Cathedral. 

Etheldreda, the daughter of King Anna, was 
first married to Tombert - the king of the Fen 
man. 

She was given the Isle of Ely as a wedding 
present. 

After Tombert died, Etheldreda married 
Prince Egfrid of Northumbria. 

When Egfrid became king and wanted 
children, Etheldreda ran away to set up the 
monastery in 673AD. She died in 679AD. 


Restaurant is a ‘recipe 
for success’ at Mattings 


OPENING the restaurant at 
one of Ely’s most criticised 
community hubs all-year 
round would make it more 
popular. 

That’s the message from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
following its review into the way 
The Maltings, in Waterside, is 
being run. 

The council launched the 
review of its contract with Leiths 
last November following months 
of complaints that the 120-seat 
restaurant was closed more than 
it was open, including throughout 
the autumn and winter, other 
than for one-off events. 

The authority now says it wants 
to find a specialist catering 
operator to open the restaurant 
all-year round. 

The council also wants to 
replace the heating system and 
upgrade the floor in The Makings’ 
main hall. 
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According to the council, the 
review found the venue is being 
used for conference, weddings 
and general hire about 75 per cent 
of the time. 

Eighty per cent of people said 
they were satisfied with customer 
service and 84 per cent were 
satisfied with the quality of the 
facility. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman 
of the council’s community and 
environment committee, said the 
council is determined to make 
The Maltings “the beating heart” 
of Ely’s Riverside. 

He said: “The Maltings is a 
fantastic building and a key part 
of Ely’s heritage. Our challenge is 
to ensure it is used and enjoyed by 
future generations of our city. 

“This was why it was so 
important to speak to the people 
who use the building in our recent 


review. They told us what was 
working and what wasn’t. 

“The figures show demand to 
hire the building is ahead of the 
national average and the service 
customers receive is good. 

“However there is no escaping 
the demand for a catering service 
throughout the whole year. 

“First, we will work to improve 
the infrastructure in the building 
such as the heating as well as 
replacing the flooring in the main 
hall. At the same time, we will be 
working to bring in a caterer who 
can meet the demand of visitors 
and residents alike. 

“To fail to meet this challenge 
will be to let down all those who 
care about the building and I for 
one am determined the Maltings 
will remain the beating heart of 
our Riverside.” 

The Maltings was renovated in 
2008 and has been managed by 
Leiths (Compass Group) since 
2009.

Council’s £93k bill to 
fix collapsing ceilings

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EAST Cambridgeshire District 
Council must fork out on more 
than £93,000 to repair ceilings 
which collapsed at its head¬ 
quarters. 

The authority has been hit with a bill 
for £93,241 to cover the costs of repairing 
and re-enforcing the ceilings at its offices 
at The Grange in Nutholt Lane, Ely. 

In May, a structural engineer, working 
on revamping the council’s reception 
area, discovered major problems with 
sections of the ceilings. 

Wisbech-based firm Fosters Property 
Maintenance was called in to re¬ 
strengthen the ceilings and the floor 
beams and the council has now received 
the bill. 

As reported in the Weekly News, staff 
also had to be re-located to safer areas of 
the building until the work was 
completed and numerous council 
meetings were re-located due to health 
and safety concerns. 

Work is still ongoing to strengthen the 
affected ceilings and it is hoped that 
work will be completed by early summer. 

The council has confirmed that the bill 
is £93,241 and says the money will come 
from the council’s reserves. 

A spokesman for the authority said: “In 
May, a structural engineer uncovered the 
need for urgent work to be carried out in 
the annexe section of The Grange. 

“The work required the removal of 
suspended ceilings and light fittings 
prior to major works being undertaken 
by a specialist contractor to strengthen 
the floor beams on the ground and first 
floors. 

“While this work was completed a 
number of staff were moved to different 
sections of The Grange and the venue of 
some council meetings have changed to 
ensure business continues as normal as 
possible. 

“The money to deal with this essential 
work came has come from the council's 
reserves.”

Another two care 
homes are rapped 


A FURTHER two care homes 
in Littleport are failing to meet 
the minimum standard of 
care for its residents. 

Laburnum Lodge, a care home for 
the elderly, and The Limes, a care 
home for people with dementia and 
mental health problems, have both 
been criticised by major health 
watchdog, the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

The CQC carried out inspections 
across Cambridgeshire earlier this 
month. Inspectors say both homes 
are failing to protect patients and 
give them appropriate care. Both 
also fail to meet staffing standards. 

The Limes, in Church Lane, is 
failing to provide sufficient activities 


for residents, fill in appropriate 
assessments on individuals and also 
train staff adequately 

Inspectors said staff at Laburnum 
Lodge, in Victoria Street, are 
inadequately trained and the home 
is failing to protect the residents from 
“inappropriate or unsafe care” by not 
carrying out appropriate assess¬ 
ments. 

Both homes have now been given 
strict instructions to make major 
improvements. If improvements 
have not been made within a set 
time period, the CQC will take 
further action. 

Manager of The Limes, Jonathan 
Doblados, said: “We are addressing 
these problems and the action will 
be completed by July.” 


Raj Sengal, a spokesman for 
Armscare, which runs Laburnum 
Lodge, said some new staff had not 
then completed all their training but 
risk assessments had now been 
improved. 

He said that as new staff were 
starting all the time, “there are 
inevitably gaps which are filled as 
identified during our supervision 
process”. 

The revelations come just months 
after the CQC took action against 
Littleport Grange nursing and 
residential home in Grange Lane. It 
received a formal warning in January 
after visits by inspectors but failed to 
make improvements. Dove Care 
Group, which owns the home, says it 
will soon meet the “highest standards.”

Pupils have crime on their hands 



PUPILS turned 
detective last week 
after the ‘murder’ of 
their college 
principal. 

Ely College’s Year 
9 students donned 
white coats and spent 
the day investigating 
the grisly ‘death’ of 
their headteacher, 
Catherine Jenkinson- 
Dix, last Wednesday 
using clues including 
hair, tyre marks, a 
strange powdery 
substance. Those, 
plus a note from the 
assailant in her 
office, provided just 
enough for the novice 
sleuths to build a 
convincing case. 

The investigation 
culminated the next 
day as students used 
their science lessons 
to piece together the 
evidence to identify 
the criminal, and an 
‘arrest’ is expected 
imminently. 

Ely College’s 
forensics day was the 
idea of science 
teachers Tanya 
Batchford and 
Melanie Ellis who, 
with the rest of the 
science team, set the 


scene, liberally 
spattering the 
principal’s office 
walls and ceiling with 
fake blood, preparing 
the investigation 
rooms, and carefully 
arranging other clues. 

Scene of crime 
officers from 
Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary gave 
guidance and Ely 
police provided 
fingerprinting help. 

The day was 
sponsored by the life 


sciences faculty at 
Anglia Ruskin 
University. 

Mrs Batchford 
said: “The funding 
provided by Anglia 
Ruskin University 
enabled us to 
purchase a wide 
range of professional 
forensic science 
resources, including 
magnetic print 
powder, lifting strips, 
casting plaster, and 
the various materials 
required for blood 


spatter analysis, 
fibres analysis, and 
chromatography. 

“As a result, the 
students got a real 
taste for the methods 
and practice of 
forensic science and, 
I hope, had a great 
time. 

“And I’m pleased 
to report that the 
principal is safely 
back in her office, 
which was itself 
carefully cleaned of 
all the fake blood.” 


Action over 
child obesity 


Report sparks council plan to improve health 


ALMOST 20 per cent of Year 6- 
age children in the Ely area are 
classed as obese - and about 19 
per cent of adults in the district 
still smoke. 

The shock figures have been revealed 
just as East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has approved a major action 
plan to get local people fitter and 
healthier. 

The Sport, Health and Physical Activity 
Delivery Plan 2012-13 is designed to 
increase sport participation across the 
district for both children and adults. 

As part of the plan, youth sport 
engagement projects will be set up in 
Soham and Littleport, as they have been 
highlighted as the areas with the highest 
level of deprivation. 

The council will also create a school 
sport programme in at least 10 locations 
in the summer holidays, introduce and 
pilot an active work places programme 
for local businesses to get involved in 
and apply for funding to provide 
additional sports activities for young 
people in the district. 

The council is also drawing up plans to 
encourage girls and women aged 14-25 
to get more involved in sport. 

East Cambs may have recently been 
rated as one of the best rural places to 
live in the UK and life expectancy may be 
higher than the average, but a report 
produced by the council shows that there 
are health issues. 

An estimated 19.3 per cent of adults 
smoke and 23 per cent of adults are

obese. About 17.3 per cent of Year 6 
children are classified as obese and a 
lower than average number of pupils 
spend at least three hours each week 
doing sport at school. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of the 
council’s community and environment 
committee, said: “We are very lucky to 
live in East Cambridgeshire with its 
wonderful countryside and strong 
economy which was why a recent 
national survey rated the district as the 
best rural place to live in the country. 

“Part of this rating involved high life 
expectancy and general good health; 
however, in recent years there has been a 
decline in the number of people 
participating in sport and exercise. 

“To tackle this issue we are introducing 
a new plan to help people of all ages and 
skills to lead healthier lives. 

“We are especially looking to engage 
with young people and local businesses 
whose lives can be significantly 
improved if they are fit and well. 

“The challenge for us all to remain fit 
and active to ensure that in the years to 
come and as a council we will be working 
with our partners to make this happen.” 

The plan will see the council working 
with schools, businesses, charities and 
leisure centres across the district to try 
and improve the health of the district’s 
residents. 


Hundreds gather to pay 
respects to tragic Libby 

HUNDREDS of people came together to pay their 
respects to a “wild and beautiful” young woman 
who was killed in a car crash. 

The funeral of 22-year-old Ashlee Page-Bennett, 
known as Libby, was held last Thursday. 

Friends and family from across the country united 
to pay their last respects to Miss Page-Bennett, 
who lived with her family in Mill Corner, Soham. 
The colour theme for her funeral was pink and 
leopard-print. 

Miss Page-Bennett, a former Soham Village 
College pupil, was a passenger in a Ford KA when 
it was in collision with a Volkswagen Golf on the 
A1198 at Godmanchester on June 7. 

The driver of the Ford, a 18-year-old girl from 
Soham, suffered serious injuries, a second 
passenger, a 18-year-old girl from Soham, suffered 
minor injuries and the driver of the Golf, a 19-year- 
old man from Godmanchester, suffered minor 
injuries.

It is hoped the cameras, of which 
there will be about 20, will be fitted next 
month and be monitored from Ely 
Police Station, where all CCTV cameras 
in Ely and Soham are manned.

Chris Flatman, the cathedral’s recently 
appointed operations manager, was 
unable to confirm how much the new 
system is costing but said he is hopeful it 
will “make a difference”. 

He said: “We have around 20 CCTV 
cameras at the cathedral but they are 
not monitored. They record everything 
so that if there is an incident, we can go 
back over the footage and use what 
recordings we have. 

“This new system is much more 


modern and we believe it will make a 
difference. 

“The cameras are not just in one place 
- they can rotate 360 degrees so will be 
able to capture much more of what is 
going on. Amazingly, they even 
automatically zoom in on any 
suspicious or unusual activity, enabling 
us to get a closer view, although I’m not 
sure exactly how it does that. 

“I’m not sure how much the new 
system is costing us but it’s generally an 
upgrade of the system we currently have 
in place. The plan is to install the 
cameras in July and for them to be 
monitored from Ely Police Station.” 


In recent years the cathedral has 
experienced numerous problems with 
anti-social behaviour in its grounds. 

Gangs of drunken louts can often be 
found in the grounds, drinking on the 
grass and becoming abusive to tourists 
and passers-by. 

Cathedral staff were even given a 
police hotline number to call in a bid to 
combat the issue. 

Mr Flatman said: “We certainly hope 
the new CCTV system will help us deal 
with the ongoing anti-social behaviour 
issues. I must say the police are very 
helpful and supportive and are as keen 
as us to get this system up and running.” 


Sanctuary in 
bid to build 24 
new homes 

MORE than 20 new social 
housing properties could be 
built in Haddenham. 

Major firm Sanctuary Group 
has applied for planning 
permission to build 24 new 
properties on land north of 
numbers 9-11 Northumbria 
Close. 

The plans, which have been 
submitted to East Cambs 
District Council, include 19 
houses, three bungalows and 
two flats. 

Of those properties, six will 
be for shared ownership and 
the rest would be for affordable 
rent. 

In a statement to the district 
council, Sanctuary said: “The 
need for low cost/social 
housing in Haddenham has 
been recognised through the 
use of the Housing Needs 
Survey and the Haddenham 
Vision questionnaire. 

“A number of sites around 
the village were considered but 
this site was available and, for a 
variety of reasons, was 
considered to be more suitable. 

“The development will be 
managed by Sanctuary 
Housing and most units will 
provide affordable housing for 
rent for local families.” 

A decision on the scheme 
could be made within the next 
eight weeks.

MR welcomes new 
plan to tackle A14 


MP Jim Paice has welcomed news 
that plans are under way to relieve 
congestion on the notorious A14. 

The Government has published 11 
options - at a potential cost of more than 
£lbn - which ministers believe could ease 
congestion. 

Six of the proposals, revealed after a 
major consultation, envisage major road 
building - and five of these include tolling 
for through traffic. 

Most of the ideas centre around the 
construction of a Huntingdon southern 
bypass, with possible road widening and 
junction improvements on the existing 
trunk road, but another idea is to build 
parallel routes for local traffic between 
Trinity Foot and Girton. 

Three options focus on improving public 
transport by launching new routes or 
constructing new park and ride sites, and 
the final two explore how freight can be 
shifted onto the railways. 

Those two options include doubling the 
line between Ely and Soham, and building 
two loops east of Ely. 

Roads minister Mike Penning said the 
proposals were being assessed, with a 
preferred solution - likely to include a mix 
of measures - due to be published in July. 

South East Cambridgeshire MP Mr Paice 
said: “We all know that one problem on the 
A14 can gridlock the whole county. 

“A fit-for-purpose A14 is vital for the 
economic prosperity of Cambridgeshire 
and so I welcome this package of measures 
which should provide short-term relief as

we work towards identifying longer-term 
improvements to enhance the capacity and 
performance of theA14. 

“As ever, I will continue to campaign on 
behalf of my constituents until we have the 
A14 that we need.” 

The suggested improvements are: 

■ construction of parallel roads for local 
traffic between Trinity Foot or Galley Hill 
and Girton; 

■ as above, with construction of a 
Huntingdon southern bypass rejoining the 
A14 between Galley Hill and Trinity Foot; 

■ construction of a Huntingdon southern 
bypass rejoining the A14 between Galley 
Hill and Trinity Foot, and widening of the 
A14 to Girton; 

■ as above, but with the Huntingdon 
bypass for use by east-west traffic only, with 
north-south traffic staying on the existing 
A14; 

■ construction of a shortened Huntingdon 
southern bypass from west of Brampton 
Hut to the A1198, and major upgrades to 
the A1198 and A428, plus construction of 
new spur road linking Mil southbound 
and A428 westbound at Girton, all strategic 
traffic uses the bypass, A1198 and A428, 
and the A14 is downgraded between the 
A1 (M), Brampton Hut and Girton; and 

■ as above, but with the A1198 and A428 
link for east-west traffic only, and north- 
south traffic remaining on the A14.

Family of six flee house as fire takes hold 


A FAMILY of six had a lucky 
escape after a fire broke out in 
their home while they were 
sleeping.

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Appeal as thieves 
target pensioners 


POLICE are warning pen¬ 
sioners to be wary after a 
distraction burglary in 
Littleport. 

The incident was the third of its 
type to happen in Cambridgeshire 
in just two days. 

Three men, claiming to be from 
the ‘gas board’, called at an elderly 
woman’s home in Upton Place at 
7.50pm last Wednesday. 

They asked permission to turn 
off the gas after telling her there 
was a problem in the area. 

One of the men then went into 
the kitchen while the others stood 
outside, but left in the direction of 
Parsons Lane when neighbours 
chased them off. Nothing was 
stolen. 

The first man is described as 
white, about 6ft tall and slim. He 


had black hair and was wearing a 
blue shirt. 

The second man was white, 
about 5ft 6ins with brown hair and 
was wearing a brown suit. 

The third man is described as 
white and smartly dressed. 

The incident in Littleport came 
a day after two other distraction 
burglaries in South Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

The first happened in Butts 
Green, Whittlesford, at 10am last 
Tuesday when a man called at the 
home of an elderly couple and 
asked for a pen and paper. 

While they searched for a piece 
of paper the man left. The couple 
later noticed two handbags were 
missing and money had been 
stolen. 

The second incident happened 
on the same day, shortly after 


10am, in Fincham's Close, Linton. 

An elderly man opened the door 
to a man claiming there had been 
an explosion and water needed to 
be flushed in his pipes. 

The victim let him into his 
house but was suspicious and the 
man left when he threatened to 
call the police. Nothing was stolen. 

Detective Inspector Ian 
Simmons, who is investigating, 
said: “All of these offences are 
targeting vulnerable people and 
are despicable crimes. 

“I would urge the community to 
look out for their elderly neigh¬ 
bours, be vigilant and report any 
suspicious behaviour.”

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Women to the fore

T O most of us, Belinda Lang 
will always be Bill, the long- 
suffering mother in classic 
nineties BBC sitcom, 
2point4children. And as it turns 
out, she’s still playing mum today, 
arriving to our interview mobile 
phone in hand, with her 21-year- 
old daughter Lily on the other end 
of the line from university 
“We probably speak to each other too 
much,” says Lang apologetically, once 
another mini-crisis has been averted. “She 
rings a lot, though I haven’t actually seen 
her for at least three weeks. But if she’s on 
the phone, at least I know she’s there.” 

Such maternal cosiness is a far cry from 
Lang’s latest role in the stage premiere of 
Ladies in Lavender, set in a tiny Cornish 
fishing village in 1938 and playing at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre until Saturday. 

It’s certainly not the first time that Lang 
has explored this particular time period 
after critically acclaimed turns in My Boy 
Jack, the story of Rudyard Kipling’s son, 
and Forgotten Voices, a verbatim piece 
based on interviews from the Imperial War 
Museum about women’s experiences of 
war. 

“Yes,” says Lang. “It fits very neatly into 
an area that interests me and one that 
makes me very sad. These women lost all 
their men (and their potential men) in the 
First World War. It was a lonely life. But 
there was also that element of the stiff 
upper lip; that women had to hold onto 
themselves and do as much good as they 


could in the world and not complain. That 
really lives with me - the strength that 
those women had to have. They might not 
have known they had it, but they did.” 

Ladies in Lavender is a different sort of 
piece to the previous two. “It’s got a lot of 
depth to its subject matter, but it requires a 
light touch,” says Lang. “It’s not a play 
where you have to hit great big heavy notes 
because these aren’t the sort of women to 
be self-indulgent. One of them will say 


‘well, it was the war. One got on with 
things’. 

“In a different kind of play, you might 
land up in a heap on the floor. Not here. It’s 
a very good script - spare, but everything’s 
there. And in its own way, it’s got a slightly 
cinematic quality.” 

The casting helps hugely, says Lang, 
who plays buttoned-up Janet opposite 
former child star Hayley Mills as the 
lovelorn Ursula. 


“Hayley is a married woman in real life, 
of course, but she still has this wonderfully 
childlike quality that’s perfect for the part. 
Ursula has never grown up. She’s never had 
any relationships - she’s only had her 
father and her sister. Hayley has that 
quality somehow, so it’s not something we 
have to work hard on. And my character’s 
very bossy -1 say no more!” 

During her early acting years, she and 
actor husband Hugh Fraser - Captain 
Hastings in ITV’s Poirot - had a fixed 
regime. “I used to do 2point4 Children 
every year, and the rest of the year, I would 
do one play and have the school holidays 
off. Once I got into that rhythm, it was the 
perfect life. Then, in 2000, Lang’s on¬ 
screen husband, Gary Olsen, died of 
cancer. “And that ended that. We could 
have carried on. But Gary’s death changed 
everything.” 

Lang is philosophical about her career 
path since. “I was brought up in the theatre, 
(both her parents were actors) and feel very 
comfortable here so I went very naturally 
back to the place I’d been in before.” 

Spending more time on stage has also 
led to a new career avenue - directing. 
“Lots of friends have said to me over the 
years, ‘you should really direct,’ and I was 
a bit nervous about it for lots of reasons,” 
says Lang. “Then I thought of Present 
Laughter, a play I’d been in a lot, and I 
thought, ‘iff can’t direct Present Laughter, 
I can’t direct anything.’ “ 

But she could and she did. “And it was 
such a relief! I just felt so happy doing the 
job and it was very consuming. If you 
direct properly, which I think I did, you 
work very, very hard but feel terribly 
excited the whole time. There are so many 
strings to it, the music, the props and, of 
course, the actors first and foremost. It was 


great.” 

Does she now find it hard not giving 
notes to director Robin Lefevre in the 
Ladies in Lavender rehearsal room? “It’s 
not hard with this director because he’s in 
control,” says Lang. “It’s very hard when I 
think someone hasn’t done their 
homework. Having said that, I’m still 
interfering and bossy and I probably drive 
Robin round the bend for all I know. I’m 
only a frustrated director when I think, 
‘does anyone know I’ve even done this?’ 
It’s difficult when one gets older to start 
new things.” 

Something Janet and Ursula know all 
too well. 

Says Lang: “It’s that space they have in 
their lives, that thinking time. Life is slow. 
There’s no phoning or texting or Googling 
or emailing. There’s no telly, they don’t go 
anywhere. They knit, they sit, they cook a 
little and they do good works. I’d find that 
tough.” Then again,” she adds, “a little 
peace of mind might be nice.” 

“I’ve been able to live at a time when 
there hasn’t been a war, and where I’ve 
been able to work and be a mother and 
have a lovely life. It would be an insult to 
every woman who has fought for her rights 
not to appreciate what we are now able to 
achieve. But of course with all that comes 
the idiocy of keeping up with it all - the 
fact that people expect an immediate 
response to everything. I find it really 
anxiety-inducing. Even my daughter says 
it’s all a bit much.”

GARDENING 


Carrying on a 
green tradition 


F OR the last 15 years, 
Nick Hamilton, son 
of the late Geoff 
Hamilton, has been busy 
following in his father’s 
green-fingered footsteps. 

Just wandering around some of 
the 38 small gardens created for 
TV at Barnsdale in Leicester, you 
can feel Geoff’s ever-practical 
presence, as areas are teeming 
with a huge variety of plants 
along with practical substitutes for 
expensive accessories (including a 
circular finial made from a toilet 
ballcock - but you’d never know - 
sitting on top of a pretty, home¬ 
made obelisk). 

These are all testament to 
Geoff’s money-saving principles, 
his attitude of having a go himself 
at making something before 
shelling out on an expensive 
equivalent, ever aware of his 
audience, many of whom would 
have been cost-conscious. 

Nick, who took over the 
business after his father’s death in 
1996, shows me the old copper 
immersion heater transformed

into a rose water feature in the 
quirky Reclaimed Garden, a 
typical example of his father’s 
ideas of economy. 

“My father wanted Barnsdale 
to be representative of what 
people have at home. 

Achievability was all-important. 
He set the springboard from 
which we’ve dived.” 

The TV garden all started in the 
1970s, when Geoff moved into a 
house on the Barnsdale Hall estate 
and was renting some land at the 
top of the hill. He was asked to do 
a guest appearance on Gardeners ’ 
World from what is now known as 
‘The Original Barnsdale’. 

In 1979 he joined the team 


permanently, but soon found that 
there was little room to 
experiment and in 1983 he found 
Barnsdale as it is today, a mile 
away, a Victorian farmhouse with 
more than five acres of land. 

He created the gardens between 
1983-96 but it wasn’t until 1997 
that they were opened to the 
public. 

“My father always said that a 
garden is a work in progress, so 
we continue to carry that on,” says 
Nick. 

The beautiful Artisan Cottage 
Garden, Allotment, Woodland 
Walk and Artificial Rock Garden 
are just a few of the concepts 
which have been developed and 
continue to offer ideas to 
gardeners today. 

Nick acknowledges that times 
have changed since his father’s 
TV heyday. 

“Everybody’s lives have 
changed. Retired people are doing 
more now than they ever did, as 
are people in work. But it’s 
making people realise that within 
their busy lives there’s still time 
for gardening and vegetable 
growing.”

In the last decade there has 
been more emphasis on less time- 
consuming gardening, with 
demand for easy-maintenance 
plants, plants which don’t need 
staking and less lawn. But Nick 
has reservations about this. 

“We have one or two gardens 
here which are lower maintenance 
than others," he says. 

“And yes, you can go out and 
buy a £300 tree which will have 
an instant effect. But that’s not 
gardening. Gardening is all about 
patience and nurturing, getting out 
there and getting your hands dirty. 
Low-maintenance gardening in a 
way isn’t gardening.” 

He believes that were his father 
alive today, he would be over the 
moon at the way Barnsdale has 
developed. But he doesn’t believe 
the TV cameras could ever return 
on a regular basis. 

“Our tagline is The People’s 
Garden and that’s what it is - a 
garden for the people. I wouldn’t 


now want to stop people seeing 
the garden, even for one day a 
week.” 

He says that BBC Gardeners ’ 
World today is far removed from 
his father’s programmes. 

“They’re still searching for the 
magic formula to recreate the way 
the programme was when it was 
here. They’ve lost their way with 
what they think people want from 
the programme. People need to be 
shown in the right way and the 
right style to inspire them to get 
out there. 

“What I’m hearing from 
visitors is that 20 years ago 
everything they did on Friday 
revolved around making sure they 
were in front of the television at 
8.30pm to watch Gardeners ’ 
World. Now, if they’re in and 
there’s nothing better on, they’ll 
watch it. I think that’s really sad.” 

Despite encouragement from 
Plant Heritage, Nick has so far not 
held a National Collection at 


Barnsdale. 

“I don’t have the time at the 
moment to do it. I love my plants 
and I’m predominantly a 
nurseryman. I really like 
penstemon, but there are lots of 
plants I love. The problem is 
finding a National Collection 
which really inspires you.” 

With a full-time staff of 13, 
Nick says the garden won’t further 
expand because land is not for 
sale around the site. 

But there is room for a 39th 
garden, a work in progress. 

“The 39th garden will be a 
garden for people with limited 
mobility - not a disabled person’s 
garden. It won’t only be raised 
beds - we will use tools to cope 
with the lower levels.” 

And it is clear that Barnsdale is 
moving with the times. “I keep 
toying with the idea of artificial 
grass as well,” he confides. 

I wonder what his father would 
make of that.

In fact, 
these makes hold five of the top 
ten spots with the Volkswagen 
Phaeton holding the highest 
place at number four. 

As well as being efficiently 
built, German cars can now add 
‘fast’ to their list of attributes. 

The top risk car in the poll was 


the Chrysler Ypsilon, which 
despite featuring a low number of 
quotes had a very high conviction 
rate (73 convictions out of 165 
quotes). 

While British motorists will be 
penalised for driving their 
German-made cars too fast on 
UK motorways, the German 
autobahn doesn’t have a 
universal speeding limit, which 
allows motorists to hit the top 
speeds of their vehicle.

PARENTS are getting 
“incorrect and

No more than two of the 
seven stores from each of 
Halfords, Mothercare, John 
Lewis, Mamas & Papas or 
Babies R Us gave the correct 
advice when it came to 
correctly installing the seat, 
Which? said. 

It added that no retailer had 
more than three of their 
visited stores asking what 
type of car the seat would be 
used in - a vital question. 

Mothercare came top of the 
five chains investigated but 
still scored much lower in 
comparison to independent 
stores Which? tested last year. 

Which? added that Mamas 
& Papas and Babies R Us had 
made a substantial improve¬ 
ment but were still a long way 
from satisfactory, and 
Halfords and John Lewis

scores were “worse than in 
our previous investigation”. 

None of the five retailers 
improved on their scores for 
correctly installing a child car 
seat, compared to the 
previous investigation in 
October 2011, with three 
doing worse. 

Which? executive director 
Richard Lloyd said: “It is 
unacceptable that major high 
street retailers are still giving 
poor advice and failing to 
highlight crucial information 
that is key to a child’s safety, 
despite them promising to do 
better last year. 

“We want retailers to 
improve their staff training 
and knowledge of child car 
seats so that all major high 
street retailers offer the 
correct advice every time. 

“Parents should be able to 
trust the advice they get from 
major retailers.”

FORMER King’s School, Ely 
athlete Goldie Sayers made 
history as she booked her place 
at the London Olympics. 

The 29-year-old has 
dominated British women’s 
javelin for a decade and, at the 
Alexander Stadium in 
Birmingham on Sunday, she 
clinched her 10th successive 
national title. 

It was a feat that perhaps did 
not receive the recognition that 
it deserved, and maybe it will 
only be when the record books 
are studied in the future that the 
scale of Sayers’ abilities are fully 
appreciated. 

But Sunday was about Sayers 
rubber-stamping her spot in 
TeamGB by taking victory, 
achieved with a fourth-round 
throw of 58.45m - slightly below 
her best performances so far this 
season. 

"I’m very proud to have won 
my 10th title,” said Sayers. “I was 
hoping for a lot better distance- 
wise. It’s just that every time I 
seemed to step up to throw there 
was a huge headwind. 

“But I've had worse and

thrown further and it was a kind 
of formality, to a degree, for me. 

“I was hoping to put on a 
better display, but it was really 
all about winning.” 

Sayers did admit that on the 
eve of qualifying for her third 
Olympic Games, she looked 
back on her career. 

“It’s quite a significant 
milestone - it was just making 
me reflect on previous Olympic 
trials and making me look back 
on where I’ve come from and 
where I am now,” she said. 


“The Olympics is something 
you think about every day, it’s 
still a few weeks off and I've still 
got a lot to do and a few more 
competitions. 

“My first Olympic trials, I 
remember I did the A standard 
on my last throw and that was 
super exciting at the time as I 
was kind of an outside chance of 
going - it was a great experience. 

“The middle one was getting 
the job done and then this one 
was very similar. But it was 
special that it was the 10th title.” 
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
